RURAL CREDITS

A workube wuvsters of rural credits
In recognized as cue of the greatest
needs for the promotion and develop-
ment of the agricultural interests of
this ccuntry. [Legislation elther by
state or federal actis, or by Loth,
will solve the land question if it is
attempted by men whose sole object
It to benefit the landless map and not
to indulge in gentle art of playing
polltics,

The potential wesnith of the United
States can hardly be measured in
mere dollars and cenls, but we know
thelr actual wealth in terms of what
they produce, and we know, Loo, that
the aggregate valuesg are hut a small
fraction of what can be done under
the directiop of men and women after
they huve been brought to a certain
degree of efficlency as producers of
wealth,

Millions of ncres of land annually
puss through the shallow process of
being scratched for a living, oftea
with a yield that does pot pay the
cost of production, and in nearly all
cases the tillers of such soll are
renters who have no Interest in the
land except to carn some sort of liv-
Ing from it. The renter cannot be
blamed for the soil's infertility be-
cause he Is forced to live, unless he
has a long term, as one who has no
continuing Interest in the land, and
aan ill afford to epend money and
labor to build up the soil only to
lose it when the time Is ripe for a
bountiful harvest.

The need of « workabie system of
rural credits lu the outh s partle-
ularly urgent, If every white man
now renting land should eventually
be glven the chance to buy it and
thus bulld up a narmanent home for
himself’ ahdmy ‘our” productlve
wealth: wiiiogoon ‘b "doubled and
quadrupled, 4

Should the lindles ian come at
last Into pcnsenion of the land that
ought to belong to him, it will do
more than any other,agency to solve
the negro problemi. - The absorption
of the'land by whites ~as owners
would inevitably result in a slow but
steady migration, of gia,{nnn in black
to other states and othi#s.climes, and
the process of his [olng*would be
peaceful and orderly and pot attend-
ed by any violent disturbance to ‘tho
farming* Interésta that .hi.« been de-
pending largely upon his labor.

The sentiment for better raral con-
ditions 1s growing fast, and it will
not be many years hefore the prob-
lem of the landless man s solved
along just and sensible lines. The
subject will come up at the approach-
Ing session of the South Carolina
legislature, it is understood, and it is
to be hoped that some practical plan
of relief can be agreed upon by the
lawmakers. The poor man will re-
celve the direct and immediate bene-
fit, but every other inféref:. and busi-
ness will be helped as well, for what

A warchouse system conducted In
accordance with sound and simple
business methods by the stalte can

“{help a great deal In solving the dif-

fieult problem of marketing the cotton
crop and stabllizing {ts price. There
is nothing fundamentally wrong about
the state golng Into any business on
its own account even where it comes
into competition with private enter-
: prisge, provided that it succeeds in giv-
lag the greatest good to the greatest
number.

To be really worth while as a factor
In controlling the marketing of the
cotlon crop, the system should be put
into effect In every Southern state
where coiton s prodiced on a large
scale. Unlformity of purpose and of
accomplishment s necessary to the
successful operation of sny pian or
scheme for the public good, and it is
aboslutely e=sential to a warehousc
project if it I8 to amount to anything.

But warehouse system [snotgoingto
be a vital force for the protection of
the farmer unless the small producer
is glven the opporfunity to share in
Its benefits, The bulk of the cotton
in’ the South is raised by the small
farmer, who needs most of all the
practical help that should be available
for the proper handling and market-
Ing of his cotton, and no warehouse
system will be worth the cost and ex-
pense of running it unle’ * the man
of small means is taken under its
wings and protected against condi-
tions that work to his injury.

Farmer Smith of Cottonville, under
the operation of the warehouse sys-
tem so far, has been very successful
in borrowing money at a low rate of
interest and pledging as nsecurity
warehouse receipts covering his hun-
dred or his five hundred bales of cot-
ton, but we ¥now of no instance where
bis less fortunate brother with one

to get help from the state to handle
his cotton to his profit and protection.
The small average farmer is the
man who needs most all the help and
protection the state can give him, and
